Twenty Arrested 9n 
Michigan City As

Michigan City brought 150 
National Guardsmen to join 
state and local police in en- 
forcing a 9 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew 
and preventing gatherings of 
groups of four persons or more 
in off-curfew hours. 


Police Chief Leon Shiparski 


said the trouble began after 
three blacks were arrested in a 
downtown tavern for disorderly 
conduct. 


In Sunday night's disorder, 


police reported sporadic fire 
from snipers but said no one was 
hurt. A white man was pulled 
from his auto and beaten. He 
was hospitalized in fair con- 
dition. 


About 15 per cent of the city's 


38,000 residents are black. 


In New Bedford, police Capt. 


Harry Kenyon said blacks there 
had set up barricades on several 
streets in the mainly Negro 
section of the city's West End. 
The area was quiet and police 
stayed out.

ROGERS RETURNS 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers 
has 
returned 
to 
Washington after a two-week 
foreign tour which concentrated 
on United States policy in 
Vietnam and the Middle East. 
Rogers, who visited Manila, 
Saigon, Tokyo and London, 
declined comment to newsmen 
after his plane landed at nearby 
Andrews Air Force Base Sunday 
night. 


FIGHTER CRASH 
NEW DELHI (AP) - An 
Indian air force jet fighter on a 
training flight crashed today 
into a crowded residential area 
in the coastal city of Jamnagar, 
killing the pilot and seven 
persons on the ground and in­ 
juring 48 others. 
An air force spokesman in 
New Delhi said only the pilot, 
who recently qualified to fly, 
was aboard the aircraft. 


CRASH INVESTIGATION 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Investigators are seeking the 
specific cause of the two-car 
crash that killed nine persons 
and seriously injured three 
more Saturday on an approach 
to the Golden Gate Bridge. 
Two young men and four girls 
died in a northbound Mustang, 
jammed with nine persons 
bound from a San Francisco 
beach picnic to a San Rafael 
rock festival. 
A man and two young medical 
secretaries were killed in a 
southbound 
Porsche 
con­ 
vertible. 


BODIES LOCATED 
WINTERHAVEN, Calif. (AP) 
— Rescuers report they have 
located the bodies of two 
Marines who were overcome by 
carbon monoxide in the shaft of 
an abandoned gold mine near 
this community 18 miles nor­ 
thwest of Yuma, Ariz. 


IRISH PARADE 
BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Thousands of Protestant 
Orangemen paraded in Belfast 
and other parts of Northern 
Ireland today, marking a vic­ 
tory over Roman Catholics in 
the Battle of Boyne in 1690. 
British troops partitioned this 
capital and remained on alert 
elsewhere to prevent new 
battles between the Protestant 
majority and the Catholics 


SONGWRITER DEAD 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
songwriter 
Congress 
once 
named “ Dean of American 
Composers” and who turned out 
the classics “Ramona” and 
“Waitin’ for the Robert E. Lee” 
is dead of a stroke at age 83. 
L. Wolfe Gilbert died Sunday 
in a convalescent home after a 
year’s illness.

Congress 
Reform 
Considered 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
major 
House 
reform 
bill 
reached the floor today, giving 
critics of the present system a 
chance to clean away what they 
say are centuries-old cobwebs 
shrouding 
congressional, 
procedures. 
More than 100 changes in 
House rules and procedures are 
expected to be considered before 
voting begins. 
One of the proposals, backed 
by the Democratic leadership, 
takes away the cloak of secrecy 
from votes on amendments. 
The reform bill sent to the 
floor by the House Rules 
Committee 
makes 
modest 
changes in a limited area. It is 
the amendments being offered 
that present the reformers their 
best chance of a thorough 
housecleaning. 
Key provisions of the com­ 
mittee bill permit televised 
committee hearings, expand 
sources of congressional in­ 
formation and open the way for 
using computer services in 
Congress. 
A bipartisan group of refor­ 
mers has put together a 10- 
amendment package designed 
to end secrecy in voting and 
committee procedures, provide 
more time and information for 
debate and streamline House 
operations. 
The key provision permits 
record votes on amendments.

anchor-man who is leaving 
television after 14 years on the 
Huntley-Brinkley report said he 
believes Richard Nixon is a 
shallow man and the fact that he 
is President frightens him.

Westmoreland Says 
North Vietnamese 
Offensive Possible 


FIRE 
BASE 
VEGHEL, 
Vietnam (AP) — Gen. William 
C. Westmoreland said today a 
North Vietnamese offensive is 
possible as the Americans with­ 
draw from Vietnam. 
“I think that’s a likely 
possibility, and certainly one 
that we must be alert to,” the U. 
S. Army chief of staff told 
newsmen. 
He said he did not think enemy 
forces have “the capability of 
doing it countrywide, primarily 
because of the supply caches 
that were captured in Cam­ 
bodia, 
which 
has 
greatly 
reduced pressure on the Saigon 
area and in the Mekong Delta.” 
Westmoreland made a 46- 
minute visit to this fire base of 
the 101st Airborne Division 
about 15 miles southwest of Hue 
and six miles east of the enemy- 
controlled A Shau Valley.

In these times of mounting nuclear jeopardy and international 
intrigue, a main hope of mankind is the possibility that mutual 
respect and understanding ultimately will be accepted as more 
potent than military endeavor and pressure politics in the search 
for world peace and harmony. 
The coming to the front of mutual respect and understanding still 
is a long way off, of course, but there is no doubting that the factor 
of "communications” will play an essential role. And in the realm 
of international communications, language — the chief means by 
which thoughts and ideas and feelings are conveyed — is a basic 
key. Person-to-person conversation and correspondence can break 
down many walls that persist under circumstances of third-party 
translations and go-betweens. 
No one on the local scene embodied more promise in this im­ 
portant "realm of the future” than Dr. Dorothea Thompson 
Powers, professor of foreign languages at Chico State College for 
the past 16 years. As such, the death of Dr. Powers last week while 
traveling in Spain was a shocking loss of unusual proportions. 
Dr. Powers was an eminently successful teacher in her 
academic field. Wherever she taught during her long career — in 
Boston, in Maine, in New Mexico and in Chico — she was honored 
and cherished by students and faculty colleagues alike. In 1969, for 
example, she was one of three Chico State Faculty members 
honored with the Distinguished Teacher Award. 
Yet Dr. Powers was more than an accomplished linguist and 
teacher. Rather, she was a one-woman diplomatic service and a 
widely traveled ambassador of good will. After the death of her 
husband in the mid-thirties, the young Phi Beta Kappa pursued her 
specialty with dedication. During World War II, she served with 
the Red Cross in the European theatre, often functioning as an 
expert interpreter. After the war, she obtained her master’s 
degree and her doctorate in languages and built her reputation as a 
teacher while also continuing her wide travels. 
In the latter realm, she spread her philosophy of language as a 
bridge between peoples by handling student tours, conducting 
seminars in Latin America, writing scholarly articles for 
professional journals, serving as a language consultant for public 
schools districts and giving unselfishly of her talent and time in 
countless other ways. 
Under such circumstances, the death of Dr. Powers amounts to 
a painful loss not only to Chico State College and the local com­ 
munity, but to a broad spectrum of students, scholars and people in 
distant places. 
Yet the mementum of her dedication and the example she set 
will long serve as fuel and inspiration for others who share the hope 
that by excelling in languages swifter progress can be made toward 
the day when mutual respect and understanding — via improved 
communications — will be accepted as more potent than military 
endeavor and pressure politics in the search for world peace and 
harmony.

WASHINGTON — The Nixon

Conservative 
business sense could deal with 
poverty, he said, more ef­ 
fectively than could liberal pipe 
dreams. 
Traveling salesman for the 
Nixon plan is Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans, who 
has whirled through 10 cities 
gusted by a snowstorm of press 
releases. 
In troubled urban 
centers such as Harlem and 
Chicago, Stans has gathered 
together hundreds of blacks, 
Puerto Ricans and Mexican- 
Americans to tell of the op­ 
portunities awaiting them. 
He has dangled before 
minority audiences $301 million 
in federal funds that are sup­ 
posed to be available this year to 
help them become b».sinessmen. 
He has boasted of commitments 
the administration has gained 
from chain companies willing to 
franchise shops and stores to 
minority owners. 
The program indeed offers 
opportunities for minority 
businessmen. But the prospects 
are neither as plentiful nor as 
golden as the official ballyhoo 
proclaims.

Our discovery: the 
actual amount available to 
promote minority capitalism 
had painfully shrunk. 
The biggist cut of the $301 
million pie was supposed to be 
provided by the Small Business 
Administration, which was 
marked down for $74.3 million in 
direct loans. The final figure for 
the fiscal year, which ended on 
June 30, isn’t yet available. But 
with only a couple of weeks 
unreported, the SBA had laid out 
only $68.1 million. The agency 
had also made only $81.7 million 
in guarantees, as contrasted 
with their trumpeted goal oí 
$144.4 million. 
The Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity was put down for $56 
million of the $301 million. But 


OEO officials say they spent 
only about $37 million. Even 
these funds might have only 
“indirect” benefits to minority 
businessmen, acknowledged 
spokesman Tom Dowling, who 
said the funds “were not 
designed as a minority en­ 
terprise program.” 
At many agencies, the of­ 
ficials knew nothing about the 
funds they supposedly were 
contributing as their part of the 
$301 million goal. The search for 
the correct figures often led 
reporters for this column into a 
hopeless bu re au cra ti c 
quagmire 
ROYAL RUN-AROUND 
The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, for 
instance, was down for $4.3 
million. My associate Teresa 
Black was refered from official 
to official, none of whom had 
any knowledge oí the elusive 
$4.3 million. She talked to nine 
officials, some of them twice. 
Finally, Leonard Tambor’s 
office in HUD’s division of 
renewal insisted she should talk 
to Harry Speigel in the public 
affairr office, where the merry- 
go-round had begun several 
calls before. Speigel referred 
her to Ted Savage, another 
public affairs officer, who 
suggested she should call Harry 
Speigel. 
When she protested that she 
had just talked to Speigel, 
Savage shouted across the 
room: “Hey, Harry! This is 
YOUR program!” Speigel then 
got hold of Howard Cayton, the 
Urban Renewal Demonstration 
director whose office Miss Black 
had already called. 
Cayton 
replied that he couldn’t identify 
the $4.3 million figure and 
referred her to still another 
official. 
Back at the Commerce 
Department, Spokesman Israel 
Rubin said the $301 million 
figure was “just a goal,” but he 
couldn’t identify who had set the 
goal. “People come and go 
every few months arejnd here.” 
he explained. “I’ve only been 
here a few weeks myself.” 
Secretary Stans, on his 
whirlwind visits, preaches to the 
opportunity seekers out of a 
folder labeled “Minority En­ 
terprise Profile.” The folder is 
stuffed full of glowing facts 
prepared for him by the Office of 
Minority Business Enterprise 
information Center. Copies of 
the summaries for several 
cities, marked "Not for 
Distribution, Official Use Only,” 
have been examined by this 
column.PHONY FIGURES 
The Chicago summary, for 
example, boasts “Twenty 
franchisors have committed 
more than 44 Chicago franchise 
opportunities. A check of the 
franchiser 
list, however, 
revealed that most had com­ 
mitted no specific number of 
franchises. 
Some weren’t 
planning offerings in the 
Chicago area at all and had no 
idea how their names got on the 
list.

Add to Senator Margaret 
Chase Smith* and to President 
Nathan Pusey, the New Yorker 
magqzine, and it becoRtes too 
too mpch. The New Yorker is, 
n o t w i t h s t a n d i n g its 
sophistication, not really 
reliable. For instance, there was 
the schoolgirlish reception it 
gave to the language used by 
John F. Kennedy in his 
Inaugural Address, clearly an 
example of the flutters taking 
over the stylemasters at 43rd 
Street, absolutely overwhelming 
their judgment. 
Now the New Yorker has a sad 
case of the gures, ever since 
President Nixon decided that 
Cambodia ought not to be a 
preserve for foreigners who 
want to kill Americans. Now 
whenever certain people in 
America — usually they are in 
their late fifties, or early sisties 
— really want to scare you, they 
draw on a very special word. 
They drop the name of Joe 
McCarthy. 
A few weeks ago, Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith sum­ 
moned her colleagues to hear 
her give a speech on the 20th 
anniversary of a Declaration of 
Conscience issued by herself 
and a few colleagues against 
Senator McCarthy in 1950, 
implying that the New Left was 
the worst thing since McCarthy. 
A week or two after that, 
President Nathan Pusey, sur­ 
veying the wreckage around 
him at Harvard, decided that 
the moment had come to strike 
the chords of doom, and so he 
announced that the New Left 
was like McCarthy and the Nazi 
youth. 
The New Yorker has now 
upped the ante, by insisting that 
the New Left is not to be thought 
of as dangerous in the way that 
the Nazis or McCarthyites were, 
the big difference being that the 
Nazis and the McCarthyites 
were well entrenchéd in the 
government and therefore 
disposed of official power, 
whereas the New Left is after all 
isolated. 
Now listen to the New Yorker: 
"The current Administration’s 
response to this new danger has 
been to exploit and exaggerate it 
by creating the impression that 
just about anyone who questions 
the Administration’s war 
policies is an extremist." 
Senator McCarthy was never so 
— extreme. He never said, to 
use a handy analogy, that 
everyone who backee America’s 
China policy during 1947-49 was 
an extremist. What he said was 
that a» gfoup of identified 


Communists, working through 
the Institute of Pacific Relations 
and then the State Department, 
greatly 
influenced 
our 
catastrophic policies during that 
period. It happens — though that 
is irrelevant to this discussion — 
that he was exactly correct. 
The New Yorker speaks of 
McCarthy as having “succeeded 
in frightening scores of 
politicians as well as millions of 
citizens into silence,” and says 
of him that he “was able to 
prevent people from speaking 
out anywhere, at any time — to 
silence them completely.” Now 
as a historical matter, that 
charge is so far from the truth, 
that one finds oneself sym­ 
pathizing with the Kids who feel 
that their elders will go to any 
lengths to revise history in a 
way that suits the Establish­ 
ment. During the period in 
question there was a reign of 
terror in the colleges, all right, 
and in the opinion press. But it 
was against anyone who thought 
that Senator McCarthy had here 
and there a good point to make. 
It was — I address myself now to 
everyone who is under 35 years 
old — ten times as difficult to 
say anything favorable about 
McCarthy as it now is to 
champion Spiro Agnew say at 
Berkeley. McCarthy did scare a 
few dozen or a few hundred 
government officials, and he did 
often act recklessly. But he 
never interrupted a public 
meeting, never closed down nor 
was the cause of closing down, a 
college; never threw nor en­ 
couraged others to throw, 
bombs; never destroyed, for 
wantonness’ sake, the files of a 
professor, nor did any follower 
of his mutilate the family pic­ 
tures of a college president, nor 
cause teachers and scholars to 
leave a campus in protest 
against the collapse of order. 


Dear Ann Landers: How cruel 
can the news media get? A few 
days ago I heard on the radio 
that a woman who lives in 
London — and they mentioned 
her by name — failed her 
driver’s license test for the 39th 
time. The poor thing had been 
trying for 11 years to pass and 
row she is giving up.

credit,” said 
a disappointed 
Doug Sanders after losing the 
prestigious British Open Golf 
Championship by one stroke to 
Jack Nicklaus. 
Nicklaus, the gam e’s Golden 
Bear, countered after Sunday’s 
18-hole playoff: “ How lucky can 
you get? I never expected to be 
here now. Doug had it all 
wrapped up on the final hole 
Saturday. 11160 he m issed that 
short putt.” 
Just as the 18th was the 
crucial hole Saturday at the end 
of the regulation 72 holes, so it 
was again Sunday. 
Sanders missed a four-foot 
putt on the 18th green of historic 
St. Andrews’ Old Course, bir­ 
thplace 
<& 
the 
gam e, 
on 
Saturday, forcing Sunday’s 18- 
hole playoff. D apper Doug.w in a 
prolonged victory 
drought, 
canned a three-footer at 18 
Sunday for a birdie. 


But it was for naught. Big 
Jack canned a seven-footer, also 
for a birdie, and it gave him a 
one-shot victory and his second 
British Open championship. 
H ere’s how Sanders, the 36- 
year-old Georgia native vrith the 
fabled 
sh o rt 
backsw ing, 
described it: 
“ I’m in a good position on the 
18th. Jack is at the back of the 
green and in what could be tough 
grass. 
“ So, I’m thinking if I get a 
birdie and he gets a five, then 
I’m the champion. But Jack, 
being the cham pion he is, 
chipped out and got the birdie.” 
“ I alm ost hit it before I was 
ready. I told myself to wait for a 
second and m ake it right.” 
Nicklaus carded an even par 
72 for the playoff round on the 
6,951-yard 
layout. 
S anders 
finished with a 73. 
Nicklaus earned $12,600. but, 
as usual with m ajor cham 
pionships, the benefits will be 
much greater. Nicklaus, one of 


the few professionals w ith 
victories in each of the world’s 
four major tourneys, last won 
the British Open at Muirhead in 
1966 
His last m ajor cham ­ 
pionship was the U. S. Open in 
1967 
He also has won the 
Masters and the PGA, other 
jew els of golf’s Q uadruple 
Crown. 
Sanders, with career earnings 
of over a half-million dollars, 
finished 64th on the money list 
for the U. S. tour in 1969 and 
hasn’t won in three years. A 
colorful dresser who’s always 
ready with a wisecrack or quip, 
Sanders had to qualify for this 
y e a r’s B ritish Open, which 
attracted the stro n g est in­ 
ternational field in its 110-year 
history. 
He has never won a m ajor 
cham pionship and S unday’s 
defeat was a bitter cup of tea 
because he has been runnerup 
twice in the U. S. Open, once in 
the PGA, and also in the 1966 
British Open won by Nicklaus.

Congressmen Denounce 
Recent Consulate Closing

WASHINGTON - A few 


months ago when President 
Nixon announced the closing of 
the U, S. consulate in Rhodesia, 
a number of congressmen took 
the floor and denounced the 
action. Some were angry and 
bitter speeches, but others were 
well reasoned ~ pointing to the 
long-standing friendship and 
mutual beneficial relations that 
have existed between the two 
countries. 


Since the recent victory of the 


Conservative Party in Britain, 
the speeches have been in- 
creasing, and it is believed this 
Tory victory will be good for 
Rhodesia. 
Several 
House 


members have told this reporter 
there is an organized movement 
afoot to try and persuade the 
President to reopen the con- 
sulate. 


Many congressmen say it was 


nothing short of foolhardy for 
the administration to break off 
relations with that African 
country, and also sever trade 
relations which were very 
favorable to the U.S. But what 
galls them most is the belief that 
Nixon let the then Prime 
Minister Wilson of Britain 
dictate foreign policy for this 
country. 


Last March Rhodesia severed 


its ties with Britain as a mother 
country and became an in- 


dependent Republic. The British 
government wanted the Ian 
Smith regime of Rhodesia to 
dissolve itself, and turn the 
country over to the blacks — the 
merits of which will not be 
argued one way or the other in 
this column. 


Secretary 
of State Rogers 


stated U. S. policy at that time 
when he said, "The United 
States has regarded and con- 
tinues to regard the United 
Kingdom 
as 
the 
lawful 


sovereign," and when he added 
that the Smith government "has 
obstructed political develop- 
ment in that territory toward 
independence on the basis of 
majority rule." 


If U. S. policy is to be logical it 


should be basically consistent 
and applied without prejudice to 
nations of the world. But that is 
hardly the case. Why does the U. 
S. continue to regard the United 
Kingdom 
as 
the 
"lawful 


sovereign" in Rhodesia when it 
is quite clear that Britain cannot 
sustain that claim either by its 
actions or by its prospects? 


It is no less clear that the 


decision by the U. S. to with- 
draw 
its 
consulate 
from 


Rhodesia was made to avoid 
offending Britain or implying 
recognition of the Smith regime. 
Yet, it is no secret at all that 
Britain maintains a consulate in 
North Vietnam which is an 
enemy of the U. S. and is 


engaged in killing Americans. 
But despite this, the British 
insist they do not recognize the 
Hanoi government and that the 
consulate does not 
imply 


recognition. 


The U. S. 
has stopped all 


trade with Rhodesia in support 
of the British government which 
called for economic sanctions 
against that tiny Republic. Yet, 
at the same time Britain con- 
tinues to trade with Communist 
Cuba 
at 
the 
expressed 


displeasure of the U. S., and the 
entire Organization of American 
States. 


British ships from Hong Kong 


and other areas continue to 
trade with North Vietnam, while 
Rhodesia trades neither with 
North Vietnam nor Cuba. And 
still the Nixon administration 
chooses to reject Rhodesia and 
support Britain. 


It should be stressed also that 


U. S. 
sanctions 
against 


Rhodesia have placed this 
country in a curious position of 
being almost totally dependent 
for strategic chromium ore on 
the world's only other major 
source — the Soviet Union. 


While the U. S. continues to 


boycott 
American-owned 


mining enterprises in Rhodesia, 
she is buying ever-increasing 
amounts of chrome from Russia 
— at ever-increasing prices. 
How long can the U. S. afford 
such a position?

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Our Man In Washington 
Congressmen Denounce 
Recent Consulate Closing

WASHINGTON - A few 
months ago when President 
Nixon announced the closing of 
the U. S. consulate in Rhodesia, 
a number of congressmen took 
the floor and denounced the 
action. Some were angry and 
bitter speeches, but others were 
well reasoned — pointing to the 
long-standing friendship and 
mutual beneficial relations that 
have existed between the two 
countries. 
Since the recent victory of the 
Conservative Party in Britain, 
the speeches have been in­ 
creasing, and it is believed this 
Tory victory will be good for 
Rhodesia. 
Several 
House 
members have told this reporter 
there is an organized movement 
afoot to try and persuade the 
President to reopen the con­ 
sulate. 
Many congressmen say it was 
nothing short of foolhardy for 
the administration to break off 
relations with that African 
country, and also sever trade 
relations which were very 
favorable to the U.S. But what 
galls them most is the belief that 
Nixon let the then Prime 
Minister Wilson of Britain 
dictate foreign policy for this 
country. 
Last March Rhodesia severed 
its ties with Britain as a mother 
country and became an in­ 


dependent Republic. The British 
government wanted the Ian 
Smith regime of Rhodesia to 
dissolve itself, and turn the 
country over to the blacks — the 
merits of which will not be 
argued one way or the other in 
this column. 
Secretary of State Rogers 
stated U. S. policy at that time 
when he said, “The United 
States has regarded and con­ 
tinues to regard the United 
Kingdom 
as 
the 
lawful 
sovereign,” and when he added 
that the Smith government “has 
obstructed political develop­ 
ment in that territory toward 
independence on the basis of 
majority rule.” 
If U. S. policy is to be logical it 
should be basically consistent 
and applied without prejudice to 
nations of the world. But that is 
hardly the case. Why does the U. 
S. continue to regard the United 
Kingdom 
as 
the 
“ lawful 
sovereign” in Rhodesia when it 
is quite clear that Britain cannot 
sustain that claim either by its 
actions or by its prospects? 
It is no less clear that the 
decision by the U. S. to with­ 
draw 
its 
consulate 
from 
Rhodesia was made to avoid 
offending Britain or implying 
recognition of the Smith regime. 
Yet, it is no secret at all that 
Britain maintains a consulate in 
North Vietnam which is an 
enemy of the U. S. and is 


engaged in killing Americans. 
But despite this, the British 
insist they do not recognize the 
Hanoi government and uiat the 
consulate does 
not 
imply 
recognition.' 
The U. S. 
has stopped all 
trade with Rhodesia in support 
of the British government which 
called for economic sanctions 
against that tiny Republic. Yet, 
at the same time Britain con­ 
tinues to trade with Communist 
Cuba 
at 
the 
expressed 
displeasure of the U. S., and the 
entire Organization of American 
States. 
British ships from Hong Kong 
and other areas continue to 
trade with North Vietnam, while 
Rhodesia trades neither with 
North Vietnam nor Cuba. And 
still the Nixon administration 
chooses to reject Rhodesia and 
support Britain. 
It should be stressed also that 
U. 
S. 
sanctions against 
Rhodesia have placed this 
country in a curious position of 
being almost totally dependent 
for strategic chromium ore on 
the world’s only other major 
source — the Soviet Union. 
While the U. S. continues to 
boycott 
Am erican-owned 
mining enterprises in Rhodesia, 
she is buying ever-increasing 
amounts of chrome from Russia 
— at ever-increasing prices. 
How long can the U. S. afford 
such a position?
